SeCHOOMMuAePORTM 


By the superintending school committee for the year ending 
March Ist, 1884. 

‘¢ Comparisons are invidious.” 

‘“‘Aoamemnon found it an invidious affair to give the preferenc e 
to any one of the Grecian heroes.” 

The report last year was made in general terms. On receiving 
the appointment as successor to Dr. Leslie, removed from town, 
it was suggested to me that each school takes much interest in 
what is said of it. ‘‘ Speak of me asI am; nothing extenuate, nor 
set down ought in malice,” shall rule in all personal allusions that 
follow. 

The teacher is the soul of the school room, if it or he has a proper 
one. When he actuates only by the motive ‘‘ to save your recess,” 
the ‘‘imperfect mark,” the ‘‘ stay after school” or the ever ener- 
gizing rod, he does not enthuse with the best stimulants. But if 
all these can be passed and the school room transferred into a bee 
hive of industry, economy, and inquiry by awakening an ambi- 
tion and determination to know, to acquire and apply, the goal of 
teaching has been reached. I would not depreciate facts. They 
are the warp to which successive induction and deduction is the 
woot. 

The famous Onondaga Co., N. Y., spelling prodigy was in pos- 
session of three thousand facts; in that he could spell every word 
in Webster’s spelling book. He knew not the meaning of any word 
unless daily talk had familiarized him with it. He could neither 
read nor write intelligently nor compute in numbers; yet he 
would contemptuously say ‘I can beat your boys spelling. A 
case of much warp with no woof. Poor cloth. <A sensible use of 
these words with imperfect spelling would have been better. Do 
I hear ‘‘ heterodox,” I reply orthodox respectfully. The dredge of 
facts may succeed without rudder or helm. The _ yacht, suc- 
cessive thought, must be guided. Annex ciphers to the enumera- 
tor and divide by the denominator is a fact statement of an arith- 
metical process. To reduce this process to its proper principal 
calls upon reason, not memory. Herein lies the test of a 
good teacher in any branch of study. Here again all reason and 
no memory is deprecated. 
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‘¢ Education is the one living fountain which must water every 
part of the social garden.” 

The diversion of the town’s literary fund two years ago was 
most keenly felt by the.friends of education. A further reduc- 
tion of the sum raised by the town in addition to that required by 
law for school purposes March last materially crippled the schools 
for the past year. 

These misfortunes have been atoned for somewhat by the time- 
ly and generous presentation, by the intercession of Joseph P. 
Smith, of Murray’s Maps of the United States and World, to eve- 
ry district in town, by George H. Bartlett. May the donor ever 
be held in kind remembrance, and Mr. Smith encouraged to fur- 
ther solicitation. Also each teacher’s desk has been furnished 
without expense, with Higginson’s history of tbe United States. 


RETURN OF REGISTERS AND PAYMENT OF TEACHERS. 


Sec. 16, chap. 89 of the Gen. Laws of N. H. makes it impera- 
tive that ‘‘ no teacher shall receive payment for his services until 
such certificate is produced and delivered to the prudential com- 
mittee.” The objector may reply there is no penalty for its vio- 
lation. The common law of this state says, ‘* When a statute en- 
acts a matter of public convenience but inflicts no penalty an of- 
fender may be indicted and punished by fine.” The State v. 
Fletcher, 5 N. H. Report 257. The unquestionable effect and in- 
tent of this law is to make every prudential committee who shall 
pay and likely teacher who may receive such pay liable to criminal 
prosecution by indictment and fine if it is paid or received before 
or without such certificate obtained. Ina civil action any inhabi- 
tant of the district may recover such money paid out by the pru- 
dential committee from him and he be the sole looser. Five days 
ac’o I was asked by the printers to send in my report for the type. 
At that time I did not know where the registers for Nos. 3, 4 and 
8 were. On inquiry the one in No. 4 was with the prudential 
committee. No.8 at Newport, and No. 3 I know not of now, and 
that is why the above information is suggested to committees and 
teachers. 

I think only two prudential committees are in’ possession of a 
certificate from aS. 8S. Committee, Nos. 2 and 9. No. 3 register 
has just arrived but not filled out. I will close this matter by say- 
ing if prudential committees should think best to conform to the 
law it would be much better for the 8. 8. Com. 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. 

Was taught the first term by May E. G. Angell, under the su- 
perintendence of Dr. Leslie. The second term by Francena G. 
Ryder, a teacher of large experience. We regret that the disci- 
pline of a lady who spares no effort to benefit her pupils should 
meet with opposition. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 

First and second term was taught by Mary E. Burpee. <A very 
agreeable, pleasant teacher; being her first attempt. Shall her dis- 
cipline improve by experience she will succeed. The third term 
was taught by the S. S.C. He found a very bright class of pu- 
pils that did all for themselves that need be asked. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Taught by Mary S. Stanley, first term under Dr. Leslie, second 
term by Lilla M. Felch, whose register has not been filled. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 
Taught by Carrie H. Cooper both terms, I think with fair success. 
Register not properly filled. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


First term under Dr. Leslie was taught by Jennie B. Carter. 
Second was taught by Edwin F. Hastings. A bright, active, ener- 
getic worker. Perhaps too closely confined to text books. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Taught by Asenath F. Cooper, who possesses rare native ability 
to teach. This was her first term, and very much to commend was 
there in it. Committees that may secure her services will take the 
first step for a profitable term, or this one is not indicative. <A 
perfect register. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. 

Taught by Joseph P, Smith, a veteran of whom to speak com- 
mendation is‘to speak ‘‘ household words.” His steady, persistent, 
systematic push, step upon step, makes the time of his pupils con- 
tinuously profitable. 

DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Is well reported by the Board of Education.

DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Has been taught by Mrs. George Dodge, and a remarkable 
change for the better is very manifest in the school. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Superintending School Committee of Sunapee: District 
No.8 has had 30 weeks of school, divided into three terms of ten 
weeks each. The spring term was taught by Edwin P. Stickney 
2d. Mr. Stickney possesses much energy of character, is very stu- 
dious in his habits, and a close thinker, and he easily imparts these 
characteristics to his pupils. The school was well governed, thor- 
oughly instructed, and the improvement was good. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Flora C. Clough. 
Miss Clough has had a good experience in teaching. She is sys- 
tematic in her arrangements in the school room, and practical and 
thorough in her instruction. Being a good disciplinarian she easi- 
ly maintains good order. The closing examination was largely at- 
tended by the patrons of the school, and was creditable alike to 
teacher and pupil.
